Of these shipments 881,337 standards 
were from British Columbia, 149,029 
were spruce and 8)8386 were red and 
yellow pine. Total British softwood 
imports were 1,275,654 standards, 
which is the largest figure aince 
1939, and is an indication of the 
British government’s policy, to buy 
every stick of timber possible for her 
reconstruction program.-. It js :ot 
anticipated that the total consumption 
of sawn sofwoods will be reduced 
in 1948 below the quantity used in 
1947 but the items licensed for 
uSe will be somewhat different, ‘The 
housing program has been definitely 
slowed down aud the bulk of the 
softwood will be used for packaging 
material for export trade. In view of 
Britain’s present economic diffivul- 
ties, ihowever, it is impossible to 
predict how mucty Canada will export 
to that country over any future long 
term period,

neutralized as in socialism, so that 
it has to be subdued under the regi- 
mentation of a dictatorship. 

Rewards, regulation, regimentation, 
Which is true—which is right? The 
truth is that, after attempt to harness 
regulate or subdue selfishness, the 
selfishness itself stil] remains and 
lead inevitably to clash,, Our real 
problem is not to deal with selfish- 
ness but to overcome it. The approach

THE GLEICHEN CALL, GLEICHEN, ALBERTA 


Dr. Newman 
OF INTEREST IN AGRICULTURAL and scientific circles throughout 
Canada was the retirement, at the end of February, of Dr, L, Newman, who 
had held the post of Dominion Cerealist for the last twenty-five years. In 
1923, Dr, Newman succeeded the late Sir Charles Edward Saunders who had 
inaugurated cereal research in Canada, and developed the famous Marquis 
wheat. This work was carried on by Dr. Newman, and while he was head 
of the cereal division of the Department of Agriculture’s Experimental 
Farms Service, a number of new and important varietics of wheat, includ- 
ing Garnet, Reward, Cascade, Saunders, Regent and Coronation were intro- 
duced, as well as Vanguard and Beaver oats. Some of these new varieties, 
notably Reward and Garnet wheat, have brought high honors in competi- 
tions to many Canadian growers, 
* * * * * 

In addition to his successful effort to breed 
Attacked Wheat wheat which would resist stem rust, Dr. New- 
man also attacked the problem of the wheat 
Stem Sawfly stem sawfly, which at that time was causing 
damage in some sections of Western Canada costing the farmers millions 
of dollars. In co-operation with entomologists and plant pathologists of the 
Agriculture Department's science service, and the Dominion experimental 
station at Swift Current, Sask., he experimented in breeding a wheat which 
would resist this destructive insect. Out of more than one hundred vari- 
eties, which were grown in the course of the experiment, one, which becaine 

known as Rescue, showed the greatest resistance to sawfly attacks,

To Speed Up 
Elimination Of 
Level Crossings 


OTTAWA. — Plans to eliminate 
dangerous level crossings of railway 
lines in Canada may be expected to 
go forward this year. Hon. Lionel 
Chevrier, minister of transport, has a 
bill before the commons to increase 
the annual appropriation for the rail- 
way grade crossing fund from $200,- 
000 to $500,000. 

Under existing legislation the fed- 
eral government contributes up to 
40 per cent. of the construction costs 
in eliminating level crossings, but not 
more than $100,000 for any one pro- 
ject. Thus few large projects could 
be assisted with $200,000, 


With a backlog of projects. owing 
to the war and with higher construc- 
tion costs, it has been considered nec- 
essary to increase the fund. The 
board of transport commissioners has 
a number of applications for assis- 
tance but it could not be learned how 
they would be disposed of. , 

While little has been done.in re- 
cent years for the construction of 
bridges or subways, the work of pro- 
viding automatic protective devices 
at railway crossings has continued 
slowly.

Line Elevators Farm Service offers 
no apology for again emphasizing 
the importance and value of seed 
treatment for small grain crops, 
including flax, in 1948, 

At the recent annual meeting of 
the Associate Committee on Plant 
Diseases (Dominion Department of 
Agriculture and National Rescarch 
Council), plant pathologists and 
other crop specialists emphasized 
the importance of seed treatment 
in reducing the ever-increasing losses 
from smut and other seed-borne 
diseases of grain crops in Western 
Canada, and recommended that 
seed treatment be more widely and 
adequately practised by prairie

A brief, general interpretation of the 
official sced treatment recommenda-

(2) All 
seed of oats, barley and flax should 
be treated with an appropriate 
fungicide, (3) In the treatment 
of seed grain farmers should fol- 
low preciscly the instructions 
and directions of the chemical 
manufacturer,

In all cases of serious shock or injury, send for a doctor or ambulance at once. In the 
meantime, apply first aid promptly but not hastily. 


BLEEDING WOUNDS — Bleeding in spurts indicates severing of an artery: 
Steady flow indicates a vein has been; cut. Bleeding from an artery should be stopped 
by applying pressure of the thumb, a com press or cloth pad over the artery ata point 
between the bleeding wound and the heart. In bleeding froma vein (steady flow), pres- ) 
sure should be applied on the side away from the heart. Where bleeding is not 
severe, a compress over the open wound is sufficient. If bleeding is very severe, 
tourniquet may be made by tieing handkerchief, cloth, belt, or necktie around the 
part over compress and using small stick, pencil or similar article with which to 
twist and tighten. Do not twist too hard, just enough to stop bleeding. Loosen every 
twenty minutes to let a little blood escape. Keep the part elevated. Riacoap gates 


SHOCK — Lay patient flat on back with head low, unless head is bleeding. Remove 
false teeth, gum or tobacco from month: Keep patient warm. Give stimulatants 
such as aromatic spirits of amounia in water, hot coffee, tea or water. Do not give 
stimulant to unconscious patients, or one who may have internal bleeding.
